It is the responsi¬ 
bility of Boards of Trade and like 
organizations to guard against 
Communism and to see that the 
younger generations are given a 
true appreciation of the democrat¬ 
ic way of life.

Safety on the Farm 


* Rehabilitation of Amputees Aided by U.IV. 


Too many accidents occur on 
Alberta (arms. When you gamble 
with safety you bet your life, and 
it isn’t worth the risk. 

B. T. Stephanson, Department 
of Agricultural Engineering, Un¬ 
iversity of Alberta, says that most 
farm accidents are caused by hur¬ 
ry and carelessness. Hurrying to 
produce more, the farmer become* 
careless and as the result of some 
preventable accident he may act¬ 
ually produce less. Too many 
people, says Mr. Stephanson, have 
the idea that because they have 
farmed so long without accident 
their good fortune will continue. 
It might be well to remind our¬ 
selves that more than one-third 
of all farm accident deaths occur 
in the 45 to 64 year age group. 
All these farmers had got away 
with it for a long time but when 
the blow did fall it was permanent. 

Mr. Stephanson suggests that if 
an inventory were taken on every 
farm of the accidents that might 
happen, the cause# could be cor¬ 
rected and accidents avoided. The 
farmer is the only one who can 
assume this responsibility. In fact¬ 
ories and other industries, employ¬ 
ees are protected by safety devices 
nnd there are regular inspection# 
by safety specialists. Farm people 
must take their own precautions. 

Safety is a sound investment. 
It pays to be safety conscious- and 
to develop safety habits. Bums, 
cuts and puncture wounds can be 
treated by doctors, but smart op¬ 
erators avoid these injuries. The 
best safety device is just above 
your shoulders. 


OATS, BARLEY, STAY UNDER 

surrroRT —oil crops 

WITHDRAWN 

It has been announced by the 
Minister of Trade and Commerce 
that the existing Door prices for 
western oats and barley will be 
maintained for the 1949-50 crop 
year. The floor price# for oats and 
barley produced in western Canada 
are—6m cents a bushel for No. 1 
feed oats, and 90 cents a bushel 
for No. 1, feed barley, both *ln 
store Fort William or Port Arthur. 
The Minister emphasized that these 
are support prices only and pro¬ 
ducers will have the advantage of 
whatever higher prices prevail 
during 1949-50. 

Announcement was also made 
that the Government Is withdraw¬ 
ing price support from the oilseed 
crops — flaxseed, rapeseed and 
sunflower seed, because of devel¬ 
oping surpluses of seeds and oils. 
"Under the circumstances,” the 
Minister said, “the Government is 
not prepared to encourage the pro¬ 
duction of oilseeds by establishing 
support prices fof 1949-50. The 
position will be examined again at 
the beginning of the next crop 
yea r.”

Fertilizer Testa 
On Wheat 


(Experimental Farm News) 

Several different kinds of fert¬ 
ilizers were tested on wheat grown 
on various soil types in southern 
Alberta in the last two years. The 
test plots were located on fine 
sandy loam, loam, silt loam, clay 
loam, and clay in the brown soil 
zone in southeastern Alberta, and 
in the dark brown and shallow 
(thin) black soil zones in western 
and central Alberta. The fertiliz¬ 
ers used were ammonium phos¬ 
phate (11-48-0) at rates of 25 and 
50 pounds per acre; ammonium 
sulphate at 27.5 pounds pera ace re; 
single superphosphate at 50 pounds 
per acre; triple superphosphate at 
56 pounds per acre; and complete 
fertilizer at 37 pounds per acre. 
The plots were laid out in quad¬ 
ruplicate and the yields obtained 
were analysed statistically to de¬ 
termine which results were sig¬ 
nificant. 

In general, it can be stated that 
the greatest responses occurred in 
the shallow black soil zone, and 
in the no/Thern' portion of the dark 
brown soil zone with increases up 

10 7.8 bushels per acre on the 
shallow black clay soil at Pincher 
Creek in 1948. Practically no re¬ 
sponse was noted on any soil, type 
tested in the brown soil zone east 
ol Lethbridge with the exception 
oi the heavy soils in the northern 
part of this area. In the dark 
brown soil zone greater responses 
occurred also on the heavier soil 
types. 

Practically, without excepUon. 
where responses from fertilizer oc¬ 
curred on the dark brown or shal¬ 
low black soils, the fertilizers used 
contained phosphate. The use of 
nitrogenous fertilizers alone show¬ 
ed no increases in the yields of 
wheat, and the addition of potash 
to a phospnate fertilizer did not 
give an additional increase. 

11 appears therefore that in many 
areas of southern Alberta, when 
rainfall is ample, the supply of 
available phosphates may be de¬ 
ficient in the soil. 

The protein content were de¬ 
termined on the wheat in these 
tests where fertilizers were applied 
at 25 to 56 pounds per acre, but 
no significant differences were 
noted. However, on additional test 
plots on eroded soils, in the dark 
brown soil zone where ammonium 
phosphate fertilizer was broad¬ 
cast in 1948 at excessively heavy 
rates, after the wheat was up 
(200 pounds per, acre); significant 
increases occurred both In the 
yields of wheat and also in itj pro¬ 
tein content.

Chemical Weed Control 


Both Effective 

But farmers agree with agricul¬ 
tural experts that both dusting and 
spraying are equally effeetive. 
Large scale farmers complain that 
they couldn't possibly spray as it is 
too slow while farmers with smal¬ 
ler acreages insist there’s nothing 
like spraying. A. A. Croteau, oper¬ 
ating the Pease Farms at Milk 
River, has both machines and said 
he sprayed 80 acres at 4 m.p.h. and 
dusted 1700 acres irf two weeks 
with the duster behind a jeep do¬ 
ing up to 15 miles pet hour. All 
farmers were also unanimous that 
no damage was caused from “drift” 
created by dusting. 

The relative effectiveness of 2, 
4-D applied as dust and spray is 
difficult to appraise accurately, 
says an excerpt from the notes of 
the. Second Western Canadian 
Weed Control conference held In 
Winnipeg, Nov. 3-5, 1948, and "it 
has not given conclusive informa¬ 
tion.” When 2, 4-D was first in¬ 
troduced to farmers, it came in the 
form of what is known as amine 
and ester, and these were slightly 
harmful to the more susceptible 
flax while they did a good , job on 
cereal grains. Last year one chem¬ 
ical firm introduced 2, 4-D sodium

Another step in the advancement 
of scientific farming has been writ¬ 
ten into the annals. South Alberta 
farmers have accepted chemical 
farming today ju3t as they accept¬ 
ed all other farm improvements at 
they came along—the drill, the 
tractor, the combine irrigation. It’s 
a magic word adl over the south 
country—2, 4-D—the chemical that 
kills weeds. The words of E. A. 
Greeno, large-scale farmer in the 
New Dayton district, describe it 
perfectly: “The weeds just quit 
when I use that: stuff.” 

But the rapid spread of the use 
of the chemical 2, 4-D has come so 
fast that the practical application 
is far ahead of the scientific 
“knowhow.'’ Farmers have treated 
thousands and thousands of acres 
all over Southern Alberta but the 
agricultural scientists still cannot 
# tell them how 2. 4-D penetrates 
the leaf and very little definite in¬ 
formation on how and under what 
conditions and types of soil it 
works best. 

Two Methods 

To add confjiision to the matter, 
farmers have the chqice of two 
methods of applying the chemical 
--by spraying it or by a straight 
dusting process. The controversy 
that started three Short years ago 
when 2, 4-D was first introduced 
to the farmers, continues to rage 
all over the south, and scientists 
continue to experiment and can 
give little concrete information 
while the farmer'has gone ahead 
and accepted it as part of his reg¬ 
ular farming operation without the 
usual blessing of the "expert.” 

Another example of what the 
farmer thinks of it are the words 
of Jacob Cast, farmer near Mag- 
rath. "It'is necessary to halve this 
machine on the farm just like a 
combine or any other piece of 
farm machinery.” That is only 
one of the many enthusiastic state¬ 
ments heard by this reporter when 
on a tour of farms from Leth¬ 
bridge to Malbutt to Milk River ’ to 
Magrath several days ago. Not one 
of the dozen or more farmers int¬ 
erviewed condemned 2, 4-D, and 
all were unanimous that their fut¬ 
ure farming operations would in¬ 
clude the chemical weed destroyer. 

But John J. Sexsmith, weed spe¬ 
cialist at tlie Lethbridge Experi¬ 
mental Farm Station, is not as en¬ 
thused as are the farmers. lie ad¬ 
mits that “2, 1-D is here to stay 
until something belter comes al¬ 
ong,” but it is not the final an¬ 
swer. "Good farming will never 
be replaced by chemicals," he con¬ 
tends. but added that 2, 4-D is a 
good helper. 

But even Mr. Sexsmith cannot 
answer the question as to wheth¬ 
er dust or spray application is the 
better. “Our feeling here is that 
one is probably as good as the 
other. One doesn’t do the same 
work another will under certain 
conditions and vice versa.” He also 
said that du|J is slightly more ex¬ 
pensive than spray but to, offset 
that it takes longer to spray than 
it does to dust, which. "equals it 
out pretty well.”

.But the story is far from ending 
there. With the rapid development 
and adaptability of aircraft, farm¬ 
ers now have the choice of getting 
the 2. 4-D applied by airplane, in 
hn amazingly short time. 

But through all this one thing 
stems vefy sure. As far as the 
furm-’r is concerned. 2. 4-D Is here 
to slay. Said Arie B. L. Koole, 
prominent fainter near Barons: "I 
believe the spray and dusting ma¬ 
chine is one of the biggest impro¬ 
vements since the horse age.” 
Here’s what Waldo Miller of-Leth- 
l.ridjje has to say: "I enn^see where 
ii will make-farming morq econ¬ 
omical in the future and I’ll be 
able to plant my crop earlier as 
well." Chemical farming Is the 
only thing in the future,” declared 
David Penner of Grassy Lake in a 
long distance telephone interview, 
‘1 will definitely use 2,4-D In the 


future and will never worry about 
weeds again.” 

Throughout the tour of the 
south farms, statements from far¬ 
mers varied as to what percentage 
the chemical will kill weeds. Vow¬ 
ed George Hofer, In charge of the 
'Volf Creek Hutterite colony near 
Stirling: “We dusted 2,000 acres 
of wheat with 2, 4-D ester and 450 
acres of flax with 2, 4-D sodium 
salt on fields infested with stink- 
weed, mustard, Russian thistle and 
wild sunflowers and had a lqrge 
increase in bushels. It meant a 
good crop instead of a failure,” he 
swears. 

R. N. Greeno, a farmer south of 
Lethbridge, told the reporter that 
“a field treated with 2, 4-D gave 
me at least seven to eight bushels 
per acre more.” Really enthusi¬ 
astic was Allen Christensen, farm¬ 
ing in the Stirling area: “i used 
2, 4-D ester on a field of barley 
that was really covered with Rus¬ 
sian thistle, stinkweed and pigweed 
and it gave a 100 per cent kill. I 
know beyond a doubt that is saved 
my barley crop.”
